COMES OF A DECENT FAMILY. 


Influence of His Friends Has Been Such 
That He Has Escaped Imprisen- 
ment Until New. 


John, alias Java Coffey, one of the most 
notoriops local criminal characters with 
whom the police have had to deal for years, 
has at last been made to atone, in some 
measure, for One of the several hundred of- 
fenses with which he has heen charged In 
the past two years, 

Thursday he and his side partner, James 
Shields, were sentenced to serve one year 
each in the Work-house, on a plea of guilty 
of robbing J. L. Hauts of 1107 Chestnut of 


his watch and 

This punishment, when taken into com- 

arison with the record of the notorious 

ava, is somewhat of a travesty. Chief 
Desmond thinks that if Java is only en- 
titled to one year in the Workhouse, then 
every convict in the Missouri Penitentiary 
is worthy of being canonized. 

Coffey is only years old, according to 
his own story, yet he is a miniature edi- 
tion of Sandow. He is the black sheep of a 
family of respectability and no little intel- 
ligence. The family, which consists of a 
widow and her four sons, live in the vicin- 
ity of Seventh and Biddle streets, where 
years ago they first settled, Three broth- 
ers of ‘the notorious miscreant occupy posi- 
tions of trust in different n 
houses, and none of them has ever been in 
the meshes of the law. 

Java began to get his unparalleled record 
about a year ago, when he was the leader 
of a gang of newsboys who made many 
vicious assaults on rivals. Previous to this 
time he only occasionally fell into the hands 
of the police on misdemeanor charges such 
as being drunk and disturbing the peace. 

As a result of the newspaper war in the 
space of a few weeks Co yf succeeded in 
having about forty charges, from disturbing 
the peace to assault to ki ll, placed against 
him. This experience see to have de- 
velo a mania in nim o become a violator 
of all law. Scarcel ay or week passed 
afterward that Co 45 was not arrested on 
one charge or another. 

When arrested on some gerious charge, 
the police peng unable to make a case, be- 
cause of the “fixing” of n wit- 
nesses, he would be charged with ane 
When tried on this charge he invariab 
escaped punishment by appealing the case 
and proving that he had an occupation of a 
technical a aracter at least. 

Coffey has n fined several times for 
idling Ey distu ing the peace, all the way 
from $5 to $100, and on appeals to the Court 
of Criminal Correction, togeth A ith the 
influence of an uncle of stan named 
Barney McLaughlin, he has 8 beaten 
the cases. On one oc on in one of his 
assault cases, Coffey was fined $500 by Judge 
Murphy, but his regularly hired attorney, 
John & Gernez, beat this case on an appeal 
to Appeals. 

Coffey has been arregted on the charges 
of felony only on about a dozén occasions, 
and in all these instances he has only ot, 
as far as the Criminal Court in two 
stances. At the time that he took his ples 
of guilty and was given the Work-house 
sentence, there was pending against him and

“Skilled labor can be utilized at once in 
the building line,” said Secretary Steinbiss, 
but no other kind of labor is needed. There 
is work waiting for from fifty to a hundred 
bricklayers and for forty or fifty slate roof- 
ers. A few more tinners can also be placed. 
In all other lines the demands for work ex- 
ceed the supply, and still the applications 
keep coming in from all over the country, 
from distant as well as adjoining States. 

“The Building Trades Council of this city 
has sent out notices to the councils in other 
cities warning laboring men to stay away 
from St. Louis because the city is becoming 
overrun with men seeking employment. 

“About 5,000 men have found work through 
the storm’s effects, but the city is being 
reproached by some for being so slow about 
putting more men to work.“ 

On the subject of wages, Mr. Steinbiss 
said: “It is a mistaken idea that fancy 
wages are being paid. In a few instances, 
When men were in a great hurry to rebuild 
or repair dama houses, fancy wages were 
paid as an ucement to get their work 
done first. It is against the principles of 
the labor unions to charge extra prices dur- 
ing emergencies like this, and any union 
that does not adhere to the r scale 
will be expelled from the assembly. 

“Union wages are all that are ay paid 
5 now and all that will de paid in the 
uture. 

“A gredt many applications are also being 
received from contractors, but: we have 
more contractors now than we know what 
to do with. 

“For the accommodation of needy labor- 
ing men who are seeking work, I have 
opened up a free employment agency and 
the Building Trades Council, at its meeting 
last evening, approved of my action, for by 
means of this agency I have been able to 
procure employment for a great many men 
whe were suffering for the necessaries of 

e. 

“The Plasterers’ Union has appropriated 
$100, to be added to the Post-Dispatch relief 
fund, and other unidns have been asked to 
render what assistance they can to the 
storm sufferers, and it is presumed that 
they will respond liberally to the call.”
